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CO-OPERATIVE ACTIVITIES AND CREDIT UNTONS 


The duties of this branch are divided between two general fields 


of activity as its name suggests 


The Co-operative Associations Act provides for che initial 


organization and supervision of all types of co-operatiy 
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eluding r ral electrification, Assistance is given by the branch to groups 
rganizing and continuing advice and aid given to established 
associations. Gace established all groups must file financial statement 
with the Director and submit all changes to their by-laws to the same office 
The Director must also approve all auditors appointed by Co-operatives. 

The Co-operative Marketing Associations Guarantee Act provides 
the guaxantee of the Provincial Treasurer on borrowings of producer ce-op- 
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eratives and of rural eleactrif 
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machinery co-operatives. Such borrowings cover the capital costs only and 
may mez be used to borrow operating capital. 
The maximum guarantee under present regulations is 50% of the 


total cost of whatever project is being financed with the exception of feed 


lot co-ops where the guarantee may be up to 75% of total cost. Interest rates 


and repayment terms must be negotiated with the lending agency. 
Rural Electrification financing is normally carried out through 
the Co-operative Associations Act and a Revoiving Fund set up for that purpo 
Each member must pay in $100.00 in cash and sign a lien note for 
his portion of the loan. The lien is registered against the title and has 
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the relevant Revolving Fund Loan. 2 porrowing is done under the tarms of The

Unlike the Co-operative Activities 
Branch of the Department of and Tourism, which deals with farm 


electrification from the co-operative and financial angle, “he duties of 


the Power Commission are mainly of an engineering nature. 
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So” that the Power Commission can ensure that the construction of 


power plants or of transmission lines in the Province is always in the public 


interest, all company's plans for extensions along these lines have to be 


approved by the Commission. Recently the Commission has been engaged in a 


study of the existing network of transmission lines 


in the Province with 
particular reference to more extensive interconnection which will ensure 
the more efficient use of the large generating units which are already in 
operation and those anticipated in the future.

Monthly publication is "Within Our Rorders" and bi-monthly 
publication is the “Commercial Report". 

(b) the Bureau conceives, designs and arranges for publication 
promotional printing for all government departments.

(d) The Bureau is respensible for all government advertising for 
all departments. It initiates and executes campaigns, places 

and approves costs of advertising in all media, and directs 
rtising agencies in serving the government and its 


rates and extensions of all advertising 


departments. Checks 


invoices before approving for payment. 
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Ce) The Bureau designs, builds and utilizes displays promoting 
activities of Alberta government departments and/or resources 
of the province within and without the province. 

(f£) The Pureau undertakes general promotional activities within 
and without the province to bring to public attention resources 
ef the province and servires of the government.
